ILLA’S STAR RISES 
NN NORTH MEXICO 
GARRANZA SHAKY 


Washington Is Convinced 
That Villa Is Menacing 
Carranza’s Control of the 
Whole Northern Country. 


VILLA FORCES BESIEGE 
CAPITAL OF CHIHUAHUA 


. 


Rumors Persist That Car- 
ranza Is Preparing to Leave 
Mexico, But These Reports 
Are Denied by Followers 
of “First Chief.” 


Washington, October 25.—Conditions 
in northern Mexico, revolving on the 
new ascendancy of Villa, are com- 
manding more attention than at any 
time since the border raids, which re- 
sulted in the dispatch of the Amreican 
punitive expedition. 


Administration officials made no ef-| 


fort tonight to disguise their opinion 
that the American-Mexican commission 
sitting at Atlantic City cunnot be ex- 
pected to arrive at a satisfactory solu- 
tion of border problems until the situa- 
tion in Chihuahua has been clarified. 
Any agreement for the early with- 
drawal of General Pershing’s forces 
apparently is considered out of the 
question. 

Moreover, the impression stood out 
clearly that while the present situa- 
tion exists there is little possibility 
that the forces of regulars or national 
guardsmen on the border will be re- 
duced. 

Coupled with ugly reports which dis- 
parage the stability of General Car- 
ranza’s regime and interpret his re- 
moval from Mexico City to Queretaro 
as a sign of the breakins-up process 
which his enemies have reyeatedly pre- 
dicted, the military movements of Vil- 
la, now making a formidable campaign 
in Chihuahua, are regarded here as 
menacing the de facto government’s 
control of the whole northern country. 

Forces Behind Villa. 

Prominent in the whole situation are 
apparently well-founded but indefinite 
reports of the connection of the so- 
called legalista movements with the 
whole train of events. 

The Mexican embassy today declared 
that Villa’s forces consist only of a 
few hundred men “claiming Vila as 
their leader,” and branded reports of 
instability of General Carranza’s gov- 
ernment as “a flood of misrepresenta- 
tion that might be expected from ene- 
mies” when the Mexican-American 
commission began its work. 

At the same time reports came‘ to 
the war department that Villa’s camp- 
fires were in sight of Chinuahua City 
and that General Trevino, the Carranza 
commander there, although plentifully 
supplied with arms and receiving re- 
inforcements, was short of ammunition, 
and considering evacuating the capi- 
tal. Department officials said tonight 
they had not heard the report reach- 
ing the border that Chihuahua actu- 
ally had fallen. 

As a matter of military strategy it 
was pointed out that Villa, once occu- 
pying Chihuahua, could compel the 
surrender of Juarez, and at another 
etroke might take Torreon, Monterey 
and Saltillo when he would be a mili- 
tary factor somewhat different from 
the bandit for whose life an American 
military expedition was dispatched. 

The war department reports on Vil- 
Aa’s latest coup came from Brigadier 
General Bell, who transmitted stories 
he had obtained from refugees arriv- 
ing in El Paso. It was conceded that 
no room was left for dowbt that the 
bandit leader was operating openly and 
in force. General Bell's dispatch gave 
details of the annihilation of the Car- 
ranza column under General Ozuna by 
Villa forces at Palomas and described 
how the Villa troops captured or killed 
more than a thousand Carranza troops 
and took all the supply trains. 

Carranza’s Move to Queretaro. 

The Mexican embassy"s explanation 
of General Carranza’s move to Quere- 
taro was that he had gone to prepare 
for the meeting of the constituent as- 
gembly, for which deputies just have 
been elected. The arrival of the fami- 
lies of Generals Carranza and Obregon 
in the United States was declared to 
be without significance. 

Reports by General Funston, how- 
ever, said General Trevina had private- 
ly advised many officials in Chihua- 
hua to leave the city.

STATE CAVALRYMIEN 
PARADE IN ATLANTA 


Second Squadron and Field 
Hospital Corps of Atlanta 
Pass Through the City on

Bound for the Mexican border, Geor- 
gia’s cavalrymen passed through At- 
lanta early last night. They are the 
last of the Georgia troops to leave. 

An arc light review was held for 
the benefit of downtown Atlanta, the 
troopers, who are the last of the Geor- 
gians to depart for Texas, parading 
along the same route over which the 
Fifth regiment was cheered by thou- 
sands Monday night. 

United States regulations do not al- 
lot a band to the cavalry, srnce that 
organization its mounted. The Sec- 
ond squadron’s fourteen musicians are 
maintained at the expense of the cav- 
alrymen. Despite the fact that it has 
been in training but a few weeks, it 
managed to keep perfect tune. 

The 600 cavalrymen presented a 
proud front. The men were erect, stal- 
wart, splendidly-drtiled and of soldierly 
appéarance. They will. be supplied 
with mounts immediately upon reach- 
ing the border. |

the squadron is the Richmond Hussars, 
the Augusta troop, which has a his- 
torical record of service, the story of 
which is told on a banner suspended 
on the side of one of their cars:

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QUOTATIONS UNDER 
REAL COTTON PRIC 


According to A. P. Coles, 
Staple Is Selling at Higher 
Price Than That Given by 
Commercial Exchange. 


Declaring that Atlanta spot cotton, 
as quoted by the commercial exchange 
here, is based on reports from four 
brokers who, in turn, quote to the ex- 
change the prices which the _ staple 
brings outside of Atlanta, and that this 
quotation is not the real selling price 
of cotton in Atlanta, A. P. Coles, vice 
president of the Central Bank and Trust 
corporation, who is jin active charge of 
the Candler warehouse, gave out facts 
and figures Wednesday to slow that the 
staple in Atlanta has been bringing far 
more than the price quoted by the local 
exchange. Not only is this true today, 
states Mr. Coles, but it has been the 
case throughout the’ season. 

“At times,” said Mr. Coles, “the ex- 
change here hag quoted the cotton as 
much as % cent per pound under the 
price at which sales have been made in 
Atlanta.” 

To carry out his argument as to the 
existing conditions in Atlanta, Mr. 
Coles declares that on Tuesday when 
the market (spot) here was quoted at 
19.15, he in reality at the warehousé 
sold more than 1,000 bales at 19.62%. 
On Wednesday, while the local ex- 
change quoted the Atlanta price as 
19.70, Mr. Coles declareg that he sold 
800 bales at 19.80, 700 bales at 19.87, 
and 300 bales at 20. These prices, by 
the way, are net prices, the freight 
rates on the staple being deducted. 

“The thing which was true Tuesday 
and Wednesday has been true through- 
out the season,’ Mr. Coles declared. ‘‘It 
is not to my advantage to overrate the 
cotton market, but it is certainly just 
that the correct quotations of the true 
valuation of the staple should be 
given, 

“The local market has mever been 
quoted at what it actually brings for 
more than a year,” he declared. 

At the Atlanta warehouses now there 
are stored more than 30,000 bales of 
cotton, Mr. Coles declares, and yet, at 
the price of 19.70 by the Atlanta ex- 
change, and the fall in the quotations 
of other markets, there is not one bale 
to be had. 

“As soon as the market slumped yes- 
terday,” Mr. Coles stated, “I began to 
receive telegrams from owners of 1,500 
bales of cotton which they had directed 
to be sold, and all of them withdrew 
their offerings. They did not want the 
price as quoted, desiring to hold for 
higher prices.” 

Not a Bale for Sale. 

Mr. Coles would not express an opin- 
ion as to what figure the market would 
reach Thursday, or this week, or this 
year, but he declared that, regardless 
Qf the price at which the staple closed 
in Atlanta Wednesday, there is not a 
bale for sale. He further predicted the 
reaction of the market (future) Thurs- 
day. 

“And yet,” Mr. Coles declared, ‘‘cotton 
in reality is not more valuable now 
than it was at 12 cents. The high price 
of cotton and the high price of com- 
modities of all kinds igs due to one 
thing. That thing is—the fact that gold 
hag depreciated. In the United States 
today there is placed more than one- 
half of the entire gold of the world; 
that is, more than three and one-half 
billions of dollars in gold. The result 
is that money is cheap—cheaper than it 
has been known to be for years—and as 
money becomes cheaper, commodities 
become more expensive. It is a ques- 
tion of the purchasing power of the 
dollar, and the purchasing power of the 
dollar has depreciated more than forty 
per cent. Some time ago I compiled for 
my own benefit a comparative ta- 
ble showing just what commodities 
could be purchased with one bale of 
cotton in 1914, and what commodities 
could be purchased today with one bale 
of cotton. 
bit of difference. Though the farmer 
is getting higher prices for his cotton 
now than before, he is paying a pro 
rata higher price for the commodities 
which he must purchase. The result is 
that cotton today at 20 cents is worth 
just about what it was some time ago 
at 12.” 

The same rule applies to grain, pota- 
toes and all commodities. High prices 
are not due to short crops, weather 
conditions, droughts or shipping facili- 
ties, but merely to the fact that the 
purchasing power of the dollar, due to 
the dumping into this country of more 
than one-half of the gold of the world, 
has taken a decided slump. 

Commodity values are the same, but 
it takes more money to purchase the 
commodities. 

The loser is the man on a salary. For 
instance, the man who draws $100 per 
month today finds that with his $100 he 
can purchase only the amount he used 
to get at $60. The pro rata will hola 
good in any compilation. 

When Relief Will Come. 

“But,” Mr. Coles was asked, “if these 
high prices are due to the fact that 
there is so much gold in America ang 
that the dollar has lost a part, nearly 
half, of its purchasing power, when will! 
the relief for the average salaried man 
come? When will prices drop?” 

“When the gold sent to America is 
taken from this country, or absorbea 
by the foreigm powers who sent it,” he 
answered. “Then values will again 
come down to their true levels and the 
purchasing power of the dollar wil) 
again assert itself.” 

In 1914 Mr. Coles published a little 
booklet on the American dollar as the 
world-stand value, and in his conclu- 
sion he predicted the great outpouring 
of gold into this country and the im- 
mediate flight in prices of commodities. 

Spot Cotton Strong. 
Southern spot cotton markets quit

Lord Is With You, 
Kaiser Tells Men 
On Somme Front 


Emperor Says History Has 
No Parallel for Struggles 
in Which Germans Are 


Taking Part. 


Berlin, October 25.—(Via London.)— 
Emperor William on his recent visit to 
the troops on the Somme front in 
France made the following speech, ac- 
cording to the correspondent of The 
Tageblatt: 

“Comrades, following an impulse of 
the heart, I have hurried to you from 
the east front to bring you the greet- 
ings of your comrades there and the 
thanks of the fatherland for the four 
months’ hard struggles on the Somme, 
and for the heroic manner in which 
you are participating, and for the 
greatness of your deeds. For centue | 
ries these battles of the Somme will 
Stand as a blazing model for the con- 
quering will of a united people. 

“In you, that German will finds ex- 
pression, under whatever circum- 
stances, to prevent the enemy from 
prostrating us to the ground and to 
stand firm against French insolence 


and British stubbornness. From all 
German regions you stand iike a metal 
wall of German gense of duty and self- 
devoted valor, fighting to the last 


“On all sides the German people 
stand in a tenacious struggle against 
half the world and against the mani- 
fold superiority of numbers. Even 
though it continues hard and endures 
long, yet the Lord of hosts is with 
you. Those at home have besought 
Him, and He has inspired you with 
strength and courage. Trust in. God 
bravely, feeling that you are fighting 
in a just cause. 

“Thus I greet you, comrades. Hold 
out, the Lord wiil give His blessing tu 
the end.” 


PLANS CONSIDERED 
TO HELP STRIKERS: 


All Unions in Atlanta Are 
Requested to Meet to Dis- 
cuss the Question of Sym- 
pathetic Strike. 


Plans for helping the striking street 
car men and for largely increasing 
the ranks of union labor in Atlanta 
were made at a largely attended meet- 
ing of the Atlanta Federation of Trades 
last night. 

Every union in Atlanta was asked 
to call a special meeting for the pur- 


The executive council was instructed 
to wire each international union, which 
has a local in Atlanta, to send at once 
a representative to this city for the 
purpose of conducting a thorough or- 
ganizing campaign among the unor- 
ganized workers of the city. The 
American Federation will also be re- 
quested to send a man here to or- 
ganize those who have no union. 

The request for these representa- 
tives has also in mind the matter of 
the special meetings of the unions to 
consider a sympathetic strike. It was 
pointed out last night that some of 
the unions are not allowed to strike 
under their constitution, without being 
given authority by the international, 
These representatives will be in a po- 
sition to tell the members of the union's 
just how far they can go and what 
position they can take. 

Position of Unions. 

Leaders of union labor in Georgia 
stated last night that they did not 
want it to appear that anv call fora 
sympathetic strike had gone forth or 
that there was any likelihood of one. 
It was explained that this cannot be 
predicted until the various unions have 
met and acted. It is expected that 
this will be done within the next week 
or so. 

President Louie Marquardt stated 
that the Georgia Federation has ten 
organizers and that these are at the 
disposal of the president. He stated 
that he would call these to Atlanta at 
once for service here. 

Another matter discussed was the 
habit of the condyctors and motormen 
of carrying avec weapons. It was 
stated that all of the men, or nearly. 
all of them, are guilty of this, and that 
it is absolutely against the law. A 
committee was appointed to bring the 
matter to the attention of city, county 
and state authorities, in order to see 
that the law is strictly obeyed. 

The meeting of the federation, which 
was attended by some 125 members, 
was presided over by President R. EK.

WILSON WILL WIN, 
SAYS HOKE SMITH 


Senator Tells Big Audience 
the Democrats Will Carry 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota.

To an enthusiastic audience which 
filled the ground floor and first balcony 
of the Grand Opera- House last night, 
United States Senator Hoke Smith, 
fresh from a campaign tour of the mid- 
dle west, predicted with confidence that 
Woodrow Wilson would carry the states 
of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota, that he would have an even 
break in Kansas and that he would be 
triumphantly re-elected president re- 
gardless of the result in New York and 
the east. 

It is evident that the people of the 
west are turning to Wilson in a large 


majority, “the senator declared. “In 


Missouri I found many men who er 


me that, for the first time in their 
lives, they felt that their duty called 
them to vote the democratic ticket. In 
Illinois for the first time the women 
will cast their votes in a presidential 
election. I feel sure that a large ma- 
jority of the women of Illinois are 
for Wilson.” 

The senator found that the women 
of that state took the stand they did 
because they repudiated the attack 
made by Justice Hughes on the foreign 
policy of the administration. 

Opened by Walter Andrews. 

The meeting, which was under the 
auspices of the Young Men’s Demo- 
cratic League of Atlanta, was opened 
by Walter Andrews, state  senator- 
elect from this district. He introduc- 
ed Governor Harris, who in turn pre- 
sented the speaker of the evening. Mr. 
Andrews declared that this election was 
the most important that the country 
had witnessed in fifty years, 

“Four years ago we placed in the 
white house one of the greatest south- 
erners that the country has ever 
known,” he said. “Now we must see to 
it that the constructive work of this 
administration is not undone by a re- 
turn of the republicans to power.” 

“I have always believed in standing 
up to the nominees of the party,” said 
Governor Harris,” and there was never 
a time when the nominees should re- 
ceive heartier support from the south 
than now. Mr. Wilson has not been 
a sectional president, as his enemies 
have charged, but has done more to 
promote the happiness and welfare of 
the whole American people than any 
president that we have had since 
Washington.” 

After giving a brief account of the 
great democratic tidal wave which he 
had seen rising in the west, Senator 
Smith entered at some length into a re- 
view of the achievements of the Wilson 
administration. He said that there 
had been an increase in the genera) 
wealth of the country in the last four 
years of forty billions of dollars, bank 3 
deposits had increased five billions in 
the same time, the volume of our for- 
eign commerce last year had réached 
the enormous figure of six and a half 
billion dollars, the largest of any coun- 
try in the world’s history. The growth 
since the last year of Taft’s adminis- 
tration had been almost fabulous. The 
total foreign commerce for that year 
was $3,357,000,000, while exports alone 
last year exceeded $3,300,000,000, he 
said. 

Federal Reserve Banks. 

He referred to the federal reserve 
banking act and declared that the 
president himself was responsible for 
three of these banks being located in 
the south and one of them in At- 
lanta. 

The senator declared the federal re- 
serve bank act and the amendment to 
the Aldrich-Vreeland act, passed by the 
democratic congress, had saved the 
country from the worst panic ever 
Known at the outbreak of the Euro- 
pean war.

FRENCH HOLDING — 


ALL GROUND WON 
ON VERDUN COUP 


Germans Launch a Number 
of Vicious Counter Attacks 
But Are Repulsed With 


Heavy Losses. 


New York, October 25.-—-(By Asso- 
ciated Press European Cable.)—In the 
region of Verdun, where the French 
Tuesday made their spectacular drive 
over a wide front north and northeast 
of Verdun, they are still holding the 
ground gained despite the _ vicious 
counter attacks delivered, particularly 
in the region of Haudromunt and 
Douaumont, and east of the Fumin 
wood and north of Chenois have gained 
further ground. More than 4,500 Ger- 
man soldiers have been captured by 
the French in this region. 

Elsewhere along the front, where the 
French and British are facing the Ger- 
mans in France, little activity except 
by the big guns has been shown. 

Likewise in the Austro-Italian thea- 
ter the artillery is doing the greater 
part of the work along the entire line 
of battle.

They attempted to recapture 
the Haudromont quarries and the Dam- 
loup battery. The war office announces 
that in both cases they were repulsed. 
The French gains were maintained. 

The German officer in conmmand at 
Fort Douaumont is among the prison- 
ers taken. 

The statement réads: 

“North of Verdun the Germans de- 
livered.two.counter attacks against the 
wings on our new front. One attack 
yesterday evening directed against the 
Haudromont quarry was repulsed. The 
other delivered at 5 o'clock this morn- 
ing aginst the Damloup battery simi- 
larly failed. All the ground conquered 
has been maintained in its entirety. 

“The clearing out of Fort Douau- 
mont was completed during the night. 
The commander of the fort, who was 
in a dugout, was taken prisoner.” 

Three successive counter atttacks vy 
the Germans north of, Vereua, in the 
region of Haudromoné and Jouaumont, 
were repulsed by thé French today, 
says the bulletin issued by the war of- 
fice tonight. The prisoners taken by 
the French now exceed 4.50. 

“North of Verdun the enemy deliv- 
ered three successive counter attacks 
in the region of Haudromont ard Dou- 
aumont. None succeeded anc cur front 
was mainsained intact. 

“East of Fumin wood and north of 
Chenois we continued to make prog- 
ress during the day. 

“The number of unwounded prison- 
ers actually counted exceeds 4,500.

DANUBE BRIDGE 
LIKELY WRECKED. 


Keeping up his drive in Dobrudja 
Field Marshal von ‘Mackensen has 
brought his line well above the Con- 
stanza-Tchernavoda railway line, the 
right wing resting approximately on 
Tachaul, near the Black sea, 12 miles 
north of Constanza, and the left north 
of Tchernavoda, whence runs the only 
bridge across the Danube in this re-

What is claimed to have been a test 
vote was taken today and the “antis” 
claim it is an out and out victory for 
them. The vote was taken on a sug-

Several times during the day Mrs. 
Morgan and her co-workers made an 
effort to have a definite time estab- 
lished for the consideration of “new 
business,” conceded to be the suffrage 
question, but each time they were over- 
ruled, the almost invariable reply being 
given that “new business” will be taken 
up at the most opportune time. 

It was voted at the close of the ses- 
sion today, however, to consider busi- 
ness at the beginning of tomorrow 
morning’s session. 

Mrs. Morgan Floor Leader. 

Mrs. 8S. B. C. Morgan, of Savannah, 
is recognized as floor leader for the 
suffragists and Mrs. Frank Fleming, 
of Augusta, is her “right-hand man.” 
The “antis’” have not displayed on the 
floor who their leader is to be, al- 
though it is thought that Mrs. Walter 
I). Lamar, of Macon, will figure heav- 
ily on that ‘side. Mrs. Helen Shaw 
Harold, whom Mrs, Lamar challenged 
to a joint debate on the suffrage ques- 
tion, is to figure on the other side. 
The suffragists are hoping .for a fa- 
vorable report from the _ resolutions 
committee. In the event the committee 
does not touch the matter at all, the 
suffragists will introduce a_ resolu- 
tion to the effect that the body give 
its indorsement to the principle of equal 
suffrage. 

“We are not asking the admission of 
suffrage organizations into the federa- 
tion,’ said Mrs. Morgan today. ‘‘We are 
merely asking that the women of the 
federation indorse the principle of equal 
suffrage. We shall insist that it get to 
the convention today.’ 

Most of the delegates have come to 
the convention instructed as to how to 
vote. The Atlanta delegates have been 
instructed by their city federation to 
cast the vote for suffrage, and a por- 
tion of the Chatham delegates have 
likewise been instructed for suffrage.

I am 
told that a sheriff from a city county 
came to the hospital with a 6-months- 
old child, tried and convicted of lunacy, 
and sought admission. The superin- 
tendent humanely refused.” Dr. Hutch- 
ins stated that two women who for- 
merly were patients are now conduct- 
ing a school for these children. He 
concluded his address by asking that 
the club women investigate conditions 
in the state asylum.

A resolution 
directing clergymen to display within 
their churches a national flag and

Out in Dallas, Texas, last Saturday the 
day’s attendance at the state fair totaled 
143,200—a remarkable showing for one day. 

And therein lies a lesson which should 
strike home to the officials of our Own 
Southeastern Fair association. 

Atlanta and Dallas are similar in size, 
with slight advantage in Atlanta’s favor; 
their relations to the respective sections of 
which each is the metropolis are similar. 
Dallas, in a large measure, is to the south- 
west what Atlanta is to the southeast, yet, 
within a radius of 500 miles Atlanta has a 
greater population and a richer territory to 
draw from than has Dallas. 

Dallas is the permanent seat of this fair 
—which is the annual fair of the southwest 
—because it is centrally located in the rich 
agricultural district whence it draws suste- 
nance; Atlanta is the permanent seat of the 
Southeastern fair for precisely a like rea- 
son. 

At Dallas is a splendid exposition plant, 
where is annually staged one of the greatest 
industrial displays of the nation. That this 
annual fair is a success and is appreciated 
is shown by the fact that 143,200 people at- 
tended it during a single day. But here is 
the lesson from Dallas: 

The Texas State fair was not built in a 
day no more than was Rome; it has not 
been the work of a year, nor of ten years. 
What is there today in the way of an expo- 
sition plant, and a fair organization, repre- 
sents the thoughtful, patriotic 
development of many years. The institu- 
tion started, as did the Southeastern fair, 
with two permanent buildings the first

intelligent, 


year—buildings almost the counterpart of 
which were constructed the first year by 
the Southeastern Fair association. This 
was the nucleus of the present plant at 
Dallas, and the second year, and the third, 
the fourth, and go on, saw, each, one or two 
new permanent structures builded; saw 
improvements put upon the grounds, park- 
ing done, trees planted. And the Dallas 
fair is today one of the great annual fairs 
of America. 

What Dallas and Texas has done, At- 
lanta and the southeast can do. We have 
made a fine beginning, and the fact that 
upon one day last week our fair drew an 
attendance of nearly 60,000—infant that it is 
in point of age—only shows that our people 
are just as anxious for a great exposition 
plant here, just as eager to patronize one 
as were the people of Texas and the south- 
west eager to make the grand success they 
have made of theirs. 

The Southeastern fair management may 
well draw inspiration from the Dallas fair. 

It brings home to us the fact that we 
must bore with an augur, rather than a 
gimilet, in the further development of the 
great Southeastern fair movement. We 
must proceed as Dallas has proceeded— 
build, build, build, and build with perma- 
mence in view. We must get busy at once 
ep the grounds—grade, park, decorate, 
plant perennial flowering plants, shrubs 
and trees. We must make Lakewood the 
garden plot of Dixie—which is not at all a 
visionary aim. 

The possibilities justify the effort.

Atlanta shares in this interest, with 
hearty good will, not only as a matter of 
state pride, but because of the opportunity 
the fair will afford her citizens and the 
people of this section to visit our sister city 
and enjoy the sights of the fair. 

The “Fair Spirit,” which has finely ex- 
pressed itself in Georgia in this season of 
prosperity—which contributed to make At 
lanta’s Southeastern fair such a_ notable 
success, should score a record-attendance 
for the Georgia State fair at Macon. 


VOTE TO ABOLISH FEE SYSTEM. 
On general election day, November 7, 
the voters of Georgia will have it within 
their prerogative to ratify or reject the 
general assembly’s proposal to abolish the 
fee system in the offices of the solicitors 
general throughout the state, so that hence- 
forth those officials may be compensated by 
fixed salaries. This matter comes up for 
vote in the form of a proposed constitu- 
tional amendment; and it should carry. ° 

In 1914 the legislature passed a Dill, 
which became law, abolishing the fee sys- 
tem for the remuneration of any county 
official; but the supreme court nullified it 
on the grounds that it involved an amend- 
ment to the constitution and the people of 
the state had not been given an opportu- 
nity to pass upon it at the polls. 

Therefore, last summer, with 
sentiment apparently still strongly in favor 
of the reform, the assembly by a vote of 
159 to 10 in the house, and 35 to 1 in the 
senate, voted to submit the proposed amend- 
ment at the election this fall, enacting the 
measure introduced by Representative Cecil 
Neill, of Muscogee. 

That the “fee system,” especially with 
reference to public prosecutors—whose emol- 
uments are swollen in ratio with convictions 
—is a pernicious one, goes without saying. 
It may have been a justifiable expedient in 
its day, but if so it has served its purpose; 
it has no place in a thrifty, progressive age 
like this. 

Records in the office of the comptroller 
general, compiled from statements fur- 
nished by solicitors general themselves, 
show that the public prosecutor in one 
Georgia circuit collected in feeg for the 
years 1913, 1914 and 1915, the sum of 
$55,086.63! The merest tyro in political 
economy knows that is out of all reason, 
and that it should be corrected. 

If the proposed amendment is ratified 
by the people on November 7 it will be 
within the power of the Georgia general 
assembly to fix a reasonable salary for the 
office of solicitor general, and, after the 
payment of such salary, the remaining por- 
tion of such fees will go to help reduce the 
tax of the people. 

Here the people of Georgia have an Op- 
portunity to take another markedly pro- 
gressive step; and they should make the 
most of it.

HOW PIGS PAY. 


In an interview in The Tifton Gazette, 
P. L. Hatcher, a progressive farmer of 
Thomas county, says that there has been a 
great revival of interest in live stock in his 
section, and there is a brighter outlook for 
the hog and cattle industry there, as else- 
where in Georgia. 

He tells of selling hogs for something 


“over $25, when they “cost him so little to 


raise he did not realize 
anything!” 

That statement, of itself, ought to start 
a pig raising campaign in every county in 
Georgia! 

As to farmers who gave more attention 
to catton growing than to stock raising, Mr. 
Hatcher says:

Where farmers planted a small acre- 
age and planted early, they made fair 
cotton crops this year, but where they 
planted a large acreage and the crop 
was late maturing, they made next to 
nothing. Sea island cotton crops in the 
western part of the county are a failure.

The gentleman in question raised pigs, 
and he got splendid returns. He has 
learned that cotton was as a 
sole money crop this year, and he has 
faith in the belief that it will be still 
more unprofitable next year. 

We are relieved to see that there is 
such a marked interest in raising of other 
than cotton crops, and of preparing to 
fight the boll weevil with the means and 
methods that have in other sections 
proven efficacious.

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SOCIAL WELFARE 
CONFERENCE TO STUDY 
GEORGIA PENAL CODE 


Improvements in penal legislation and 
penal institutions of the state will be one of 
the main subjects at Georgia’s first social 
welfare congress which opens tomorrow in 
Macon, and in which scores of prominent 
Atlantans will take part. Miss Agnes Mc- 
Kinna, of Valdosta, organizer of the confer- 
ence, has bgen making a special study of 
prison and jail conditions in Georgia and 
will present to the conference the result 
of her investigations. 

“The cleanest and best kept jail I have 
visited in Georgia,” says Miss McKinna, “is 
the Lowndes county jail. Many of the jails 
that I have visited in this state are very 
filthy. I have not made it a point to gather 
any statistics in Georgia—we may have some 
counties in the state that have no prisoners 
in jail even as Kansas; as to our reforma- 
tory conditions for the delinquent youth, 
in so far as I have been able to find out 
there is only the reformatory that is con- 
nected with the prison system. Other states 
that make any attempt to correct their de- 
linquent boys establish a training or indus- 
trial school, and put it under a board of man- 
agers separate and apart from the prison 
system, and I feel sure that it is only a 
matter of time before we make that change 
in Georgia. I was invited to make a talk 
before the committee on reformatories last 
June. While there was no bill introduced 
at the last legislature, there was consider- 
able interest created and some definite ac- 
tion will be taken in the matter in the near 
future. 

“A great deal more is being done for the 
prisoners in Georgia than a great many 
people know about. We hope that a special 
committee will be appointed at the approach- 
ing conference that will gather statistics on 
prison conditions and report at our next 
conference one year hence.” 


Prominent Men on Program. 


Judge C. N. Feldelson of Savannah, Judge 
W. W. Tindall and Dr. A. C. Wessell of At- 
lanta, will discuss respectively “Juvenile 
Court Law and Procedure,” “Outlook of the 
Juvenile Courts,” and “Cruelties of the 
Criminal Law and Their Corrections.” 

Miss McKinna says: “Most of the children 
who come before the court are naturally 
the children of the poor. The juvenile court 
is the institution, and the probation officer 
is the agent, through whom services can be 
rendered by the community to the weak, the 
ignorant, the greedy or the degraded par- 
ent. These tasks are, of course, of a most 
delicate and difficult kind, and probation 
officers must be men and women fitted to 
perform them, They should be character- 
ized in tact, forbearance and sympathy with 
the child, as well as by a full appreciation 
of the difficulties of the poorer classes and 
especially of the immigration of our large 
cities. 

Juvenile Court Laws. 

“While in most jurisdictions .the juvenile 
court laws make provision for the depend- 
ent as well as for the neglected, truant and 
delinquent child, some of the best workers 
in this field have objected to a court having 
anything to do with the strictly dependent 
child, the child whose parents must ask as- 
sistance merely because of poverty or mis- 
fortune. If friends or the church fail to sup- 
ply the necessary help and the aid of the 
state is to be sought, it should be granted 
through poor laws or relief commissioners. 
The remedy for the saddest cases that too 
often come before the court, the dependent 
children of the woman suddenly deprived of 
the support of her husband by death or dis- 
ease and unable to bear her heavy burden 
unaided, is private or public assistance that 
will enable her as a competent and worthy 
mother to keep the family together.” 

The greatest improvement in penal lines 
in Georgia, though an indirect one, Miss Mc- 
Kinna says, is the closing of saloons and 
the new prohibition law, for she says the 
best thing that can be done for prisons is 
to shut off the supply of inmates by shut- 
ting off the supply of liquor. She has fig- 
ures from the Massachusetts bureau of la- 
bor and from other statistical reports show- 
ing that from 80 to 85 per cent of the crimes 
in the states where statistics have been com- 
piled at all, have been committed while un- 
der the influence of liquor. 
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Many Errors Are Found 
In Legislative Acts 


A number of surprises in the acts of 1916, 
recently published, have been discovered by 
statehouse officials or called to their atten- 
tion by lawyers. It remains to be ascer- 
tained whether these are errors of the printer 
or the lawmakers or both, but there are 
enough to give the attorneys and the courts 
something to do for some time, it is said. 

One of the most amazing of these discoy- 
eries is a joker in the law making women 
eligible to appointment to a number of 
offices, including that of judge of the court 
of ordinary. The section of the law in ques- 
tion, to which attention was called Wednes- 
day by Judge John C. Hart, state tax com- 
missioner, says “that a woman is eligible 
to the office of commercial notary public, 
and also to the office of assistant librarian 
at the Georgia state sanitarium, and also 
to the office of clerk of the court of ordi- 
nary, and the court of ordinary.” 

The legislature spent some time last sum- 
mer changing the crime of incest from three 
to twenty years in the penitentiary. Imagine 
the governor’s surprise when it was brought 
to his knowledge yesterday that the new 
acts fix the punishment at from one to three 
years, just as before. In order to correct 
this, the governor has ordered that error 
slips be printed to be pasted in the printed 
volumes of the acts, making the punishment 
as the general assembly intended it. 

In the contract with the Tennessee Cop- 
per company, that company is made liable 
in damages to the state of Georgia for a 
period of three years in sums not to exceed 
in the average $16,500 per year. The con- 
tract printed in the acts, however,, has in one 
place the damage limitation $165,000, where 


$16,500 was probably intended. -

WILL ASK AID OF GOVERNMENT 
IN BUILDING FINE HIGHWAY 
BETWEEN ROME AND ATLANTA 


Cartersville, Ga., October 25.—(Special.)— 
Representatives and commissioners of Cobb, 
Floyd and Bartow counties met here today 
and pledged their respective counties to 
comply with the requirements of the federal 
act for aid in the construction of good roads, 
and to the end of building a splendid high- 
way from Rome to Atlanta will make appli- 
cation through the Georgia Highway com- 
mission for federal aid. 

These counties are the first to take joint 
action toward the construction of a con- 
tinuous trans-counties highway with fed- 
eral aid. <All three of the counties are ready 
to comply with all the requirements to ob- 
tain federal aid and are in hopes that such 
aid may be forthcoming at an early date. 

Whether or not this aid will be available 
at once, the representatives of the several 


counties over the proposed route from Rome 


to Atlanta feel assured that before very long 
they will be able to obtain such aid and 
go ahead with the construction of the high- 
way. This will mean the attainment of an 
object which has long been sought by the 
counties. There is now no continuous good, 
really first-class highway all the way from 
Rome to Atlanta, although a number of plans 
have been made looking to the construction 
of such a highway, all of which plans have 
resulted in some good, but none having 
brought about the thorough-going results de- 
sired. 
Gateway to North. 

The present plan, it is believed, 
complish this end. 

The construction of his highway is 
more than passing importance. In other 
words, it means the construction of a real 
gateway for motorists from the entire north 
and northwest into the southeast. 

The Georgia-Alabama Highway assocla- 
tion, organized at Fort Payne, Ala. some 
weeks since, is planning to build a highway 
from Huntsville, Ala., to Rome, through the 
Cumberland mountains, thus making a pas- 
sage through this now impassable barrier to all 
motorists coming south or going into the 
north or west from the south. 

Of significance is the fact that the state 
highway commission has already recommend- 
ed to the United States secretary of agri- 
culture federal aid for the construction of 
that portion of the Georgia-Alabama highway 
which traverses Georgia; that is, from Rome, 
via Summerville, to Menlo. 

The highway for which arrangements 
were made to sé€ek federal aid today would

project the Georgia-Alabama highway from 
Rome to Atlanta. . 
Resolution Adopted. 

The meeting here resulted in the forma- 
tion of a unit that will make formal appli- 
cation for state and government funds for 
the construction of this highway. —. 
Burton and O. T. Peeples, of Cartersville, 
were made chairman and secretary, respect- 
ively. 

The federal act appropriating funds for 
highway construction was explained by Sen- 
ator E. P. Dobbs, of Marietta; M. B. Eubanks, 
of Rome, and J. S. Davis, of Cave Spring. 

The following resolution was unanimous- 
ly adopted: 

“Resolved, by the commissioners of roads 
and revenues of Cobb, Bartow and Floyd 
counties, in joint meeting asembled and held 
at Cartersville, Ga., on this date, That we 
hereby select the following road to submit 
to the state highway commissioner for the 
aid of said commission in building, to-wit: 

“Beginning at Second Avenue bridge, 
Rome, Floyd county, thence along the Chulio 
road to the Bartow county line, thence along 
the ‘fuharlee road to Cartersville, thence the 
Dixie highway to Marietta, from Marietta to 
Vinings underpass, thence to Pace’s Ferry 
Road bridge over the Chattahoochee river. 

“We pledge our several counties to comply 
with all the rules and requirements of the 
state highway commission as to furnishing 
the counties’ proportion of the expense of 
building said road and agree to maintain the 
same as provided by the said highway com- 
mission. 

“Resolved, That a committee of nine mem- 
bers, consisting of three members from each 
of the three counties, be and the same are 
hereby appointed to submit the foregoing 
project to the state highway commission at 
the earliest practicable time.” 

The committees from the several counties 
contained the names of the following county 
commissioners, to which was added O. T. Pee- 
ples as permanent secretary. 

From Floyd county, J. S. Davis, Cave 
Spring; C. L. Conn, Rome; P. C. Griffin, 
Rome, R. F. D. From Cobb county, W. J.

~ RAILROADS CLOSE 
HEARING ON RATES 


Beginning Monday, Nov. 6, 
They Will Make Financial 
Statement to the Georgia 
Railroad Commission. 


With the exception of a showing 28 
to their earnings, expenses, etc. the 
carriers now petitioning the Georgia 
railroad commission for a revision of 
intrastate rates Wednesday ccmpleted 
the presentation of their petition, the 
major portion of Wednesday's testli- 
mony being oecupied with the presen- 
tation of the position of the class A and 
LD lines. 

The hearing adjourned Wednesday 
afternoon until Monday morning, No- 
vember 6, at which time the carriers 
will present the remaining traffic sub- 
ject of proposed new rates on logs and 
make their financial statement to the 
commission. Later on, the shippers 
will present their side. 

The gist of the propositions of the 
class A and D lines is to be allo 
to continue their present rate 
tionships with the class B and C 
in event of any changes authorfZed by 
the commission as a result of the pres- 
ent petition of the class B and C lines, 

The proposals of the class A lines 
were represented generally by the pro- 
posals of J. N. Steadwell, of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Luuis, renp- 
resenting the Western and Atlansic, and 
G. E. Boulineau, of the Georgia rail- 
road, representing that roai. 

Report of Class D Roads. 

For the class D lines generally, H. 
Cc. MoFadden, traffic manager of the 
Georgia and Florida railroad, made the 
following general proposals: 

1. To revise the local rates of 
class D roads. 

2. To indorse the petition of the class 
B and C roads, the adoption in Geor- 
gia of southern classification, with the 
exceptions thereto, to apply intrastate. 

3. To continue the present rate re- 
lationship of the class D lines with the 
clasa C lines. 

4. To continue to meet the rates of 
the class A, B and C lines at junction 
points, 

Fiscal statements were made by Mr. 
McFadden, J. A. Stroyer, of the Macon, 
Dublin and Savannah; Mr. McKey, of 
the Tallulah Falls and Augusta South- 
ern; J. N. Cutler, of the Macon and 
Birmingham; B. 8S. Barker, of the 
Gainesville and Northwestern; R. J. 
Harlan, of the Wadley Southern and 
the Louisville and Wadley; J. W. Stard, 
of the Ocilla Southern, and others rep- 
resenting class D lines, showing the 
difficulty and frequent failure of the 
class D lines to make expenses under 
the present rates, and urgicg that the 
commission allow these roads higher 
rates.

State Camp, Fla., October 25.—(Spe- 
cial.) —The score of the Georgia civil- 
ian rifle team in the national team rifle 
championship match here today was 
2,236 points, E. H. Elrod, of Atlanta, 
leading the team with 249 points; W. 
J. Timms, an Atlanta jeweler, led the 
civilians at the long range of one thou- 
sand vards with the high score of 84 
points out of 100 possible. Timms 
fired the army rifle his first time 
about three weeks ago, but in addi- 
tion to leading the team at the most 
dfficult range, stood third in total 
points scored.

W. P. Reaves, of Jonesboro, Ga., who 
led the team at the midrange of 600 
vards with the score of 85 points. L

pionship match, won the Georgia civil- 
ian pistol championship with a score 
of 240 points. F. L. Smith, of Atlanta, 
landing second honors in this match. 

The 1916 national rifle and pistol 
matches closed today except for the 
service match between regulars and 
guardsmen.

ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, October 25.—(Special.)—The 
Watkins bureau of H. F. Bachman & Co, 
estimates that 77.9 per cent of the crop has 
been picked and that 72.6 per cent of the 
crop has been. ginned to October 18. The 
|census bureau this morning shows that 
7,291,000 bales were ginned to October 18. 
Therefore the indicated crop on this basis is 
/ 10,060,000 bales. The market opened at an 
advance of about 25 points and reacted 
during the early trading on enormous liqui- 
dation estimated at upwards of 200,900 
bales. Later prices advanced sharply to 
around the highest of the day with offer- 
ings comparatively light. American mills 
are spinning cotton at the rate of about 
9,000,000 baies and exports are running on 
the basis of about 8,000,000 bales. It is 
therefore evident that the supply of cotton 
is far below the world’s requirements and 
we confidently believe that much higher 
prices will be witnessed during the course 
of the season and advise buying on ali rea-
